Clerics and Politics 

How the clergy of the Church of England 
under the leadership of the Archbishop of 
York announced their views on the subject of 
Great Britain's foreign policy 1s by no means 
clear, though there is some evidence in the 
body’ of the report carried by the United Press 
‘that st was in the form of a written statement, 
‘There seems to de a peculiar impression gaining 
ground amongst the cleryy of the established 
Chureh that the taking of holy orders confers 
upon them some authoritative quality enabling 
‘them to pass judgment on political matters with 
which the ordinary laity are not endowed, and 
the following devastating flash of political in- 
telligence is clearly indicative of what this 
Journal meansi—"There is clearer moral justi- 
feation for armed force for the defence of 
international Iaw than for war of the old type 
defence of territerial possessions or economic 
interests.” Paraphrased it reads that it Is more 
morally justifiable to sek to defend an in- 
ternational code of morality which all countries 
do not observe, than it ig for a nation to pro- 
tect its ‘possessions upon which its very exls- 
tence may depend, ‘The ordinary man will find 
it diteult to reconcile that high sounding phrase 
with the comminition “Cursed be he that 
moveth his neighbour's Jandmark,” oy is this 
now an instance where the: other cheek should 
be turned for a second smiting? The action of 
the clergy in question in publishing a document 
which amounts to an attack upon the forelga 
policies of the British Government is gravely: 
fo be deplored. ‘There is a very strong section 
fof British opinion which does not support, 
Indeed severely criticises the intrusion of the 
Chureh into matters which should be none. of 
fis concern, ‘Then thera is the smug assertion 
that "There is no moral case for armaments 
without clear mora) prinelples to direct thelr 
use. Wo are anxious lest the recent trend of 
events. ...resull from sheer expediency as tho 
guide to our action.” British leaders have it 
Well. within the facts of the case to retort that 
they have given psinciple a trial for a couple 
fof decades: that principle has not been gener: 
sil aceepted, and that now the age of ex- 
pedieney has ‘agaia come round» Great Britain 
Hin prineiple will ¥efrain from war, but if it is 
forced upon her she will resort to it as 2 
‘question of expediency, and even that has to be 
Prepared against without any betrayal of the 
fnoralities.. There is a general impression that 
the Established Church is much too vocal in 
matters which do not concern it, and that if It 
would attend eMiciently to its own business It 
Would have more than its hands full, 





Dean Trivett’s letter on the subject of 
“Clerics and Politics” iy: interesting if not 
particularly convincing. ‘The Archbishop _ of 


York and a certain number of other clergy 
ftave thought fit to issue a statement which 
jean be construed as an attack on the policies 
fof the present Government, and is again one 
fof those ventures into politics which are so 
greatly to be deplored, This journal was not 
naware that Dr, Temple is a very learned 
man, a perusal of the information which the 
Dean quotes from Crockford clearly proves 
hat and the direction to which his studies 
have ‘been bent—it it is permitted to say to 
2 highly specialized one, arts, literature and 
divinity, with a number’ of honorary degrees 
embracing other subjects. It is true that Dr, 
Temple is a member of the House of Lords 
‘and of His Majesty's Most Hon. Privy Coun- 
‘Gl, but, that Indicates no additional qualifien- 
flons, being positions. which he fills be-

SECOND GETTYSBURG 
July 6. 

When President Roosevelt spoke before the 
Civil War veterans at the dedication of the 
fnew meniorial to the battle of Gettysburg he| 
Undoubtedly had in mind not’ only the fleld| 
fupon which he was standing, but the memor- 

le speech of President Lincoln made some 
sixty-five years earlier, ‘To the remnants of 
‘hose forees which fought in the Civil War, 
nd-the rest of his audience, President Roose 
elt sought to emphasize the message which| 
his great predecessor had given in one of the 
most outstanding pleces of American oratory, 
the few words which enunciated a great prin- 
ciple and bore testimony to the men who in 
the cause ‘of the republic had Iain down their: 
Wes in that very place. ‘There is a great 
similarity between the two speeches. Pre- 
sident Lincoln asked for increased devotion to| 
the cause for which the men he was honour-| 
‘ng had been slain, ending with his famous 
Teference to government of the people, by| 
the people, for the people. President Roosevelt| 
‘asked his hearers and through them the whole| 
country to meet the challenge to Democracy 
With “practical devotion” characterising the| 
New crisis, which the nation faced as funda- 
Mental as "that which it faced in the time of 
Abraham.Lineoln, It was in the drafting of 
his speech along ‘the lines of Lincoln's that 














Mr. Roosevelt emphasized the turn towards! 
the former in this time of anxiety, and 
declared that the continuing critical issue for 
America was “to preserve under changing] 
conditions of each generation a people's gov- 
‘ernment for the people's good.” Announcing) 
that threats'to American democracy sometimes: 
‘came from economic interests, but that what- 
lever the source the challenge was always the 
‘same “Whether we can attain and retain the 
Breatest good for ‘the greatest number of! 
People,” Mr. Roosevelt appears to have sought] 
to place the responsibility for the present) 
[depression in the United States and the failure 
of the New Deal upon the shoulders of big 
business, and-while his utterance does not 
amount to a direct challenge to it, he leaves 
little doubt that he is prepared to wage war 
with it until it becomes more amenable to 
hhis policies. It is not a new declaration of 
war but the reaffirmation of an old one. 

‘The opponents of Mr. Roosevelt's policies, 
‘and, they have grown’ in number since the 
‘commencement of the present “business| 
recession,” continue to argue that it is not! 
‘economic interests which are so much opposed 
to the President, but economic principles 
‘which by his policies he has sought to deny, 
that the laws of economics are as unalterable 
'as the laws of the Medes and Persians and that) 
no new specifics have yet been discovered for| 
dealing with old and easily recognizable 
maladies, ‘They point to the first period of| 
“pump-priming” and the manner in which 
‘Business retrogressed directly that artificial 
‘aid to the prosperity .of the country. was! 
withheld, and they will argue that the new 
‘appropriations for precisely the same applica- 
tion will attain no better result. As to the 
success of President Roosevelt's scheme tor 
dealing with the depression in which he found| 
the country involved on assuming office there| 
will be many opinions, When the enormous| 
amount of distress which then prevailed is| 
considered, it is obvious that something had| 
to be done and done quickly: For years the 
expenditure of vast sums of money on all 
manner of great undertakings not only pro- 
vided livelihoods for large numbers of men 
wha otherwise would have been destitute, but 
endowed the country with huge and useful 
schemes which will not fully bear fruit for 
some time to come. Of the material benefits 
of the New Deal there can be little question. 
A vast-amount of suffering has been obviated, 
and the country at large has benefitted and| 
will continue to benefit. But as a permanent) 
contribution to the betterment of the lot of. 
the inhabitants of the United States it is of! 
doubtful value, At the best “pump-priming” 
has proved to be of the most temporary’ 
nature, Withdrawal of state assistance led 
‘almost immediately to business recession, in- 
‘dicating that the improvement which had been 
purchased at so great an outlay was not, from 
an economic point of view, firmly rooted. 
The New Deal was an expedient and not a 
solution of a very important problem. Those 
are some of the arguments which big business 
uses against the schemes of the President, It 
is apt to take the ultra-conservative view of 
the United States and its difficulties and to 
contend that remedies which have been 
proved by the empiric tests of experience are 
those only suitable for use in such a 
calamitous period. 

Big interests are naturally opposed to the| 
President, and may be expected to continue 
‘that opposition, but it is probably very much 
of a political overstatement on the part of the 
President to allege that because of this Ameri- 
can democracy is being threatened. There are 
those who see in much of what President] 
Roosevelt has done and said, just the same! 
theats to democracy as those which he per- 
ceives in the attitude of big business. It will 
be remembered that he foreshadowed a new. 
order of things a couple of years or s0 ago, 
and there have been allegations made that 
the President's policy was towards the 
fashioning of a dictatorship. There is much 
that big business has done which lays it open. 
to the severest criticism, but it is dificult to| 
believe that it contemplates any such attack 
upon the democracy of the United States as 
President Roosevelt appears to think. ‘The 
chief complaint by big interests is really that) 
they are unwilling to move with the times, 
and to realize that changing generations have 
changing ideas, not as to the truth of de- 
mocratie principles but as to their manner 
[of application. If President Roosevelt argues 
that through the activities of the minority 
representing big business, adequate service 
to the good of the majority is being denied 
there will be found much evidence to support 
him, but there is nothing at present in 
developments in the United States to suggest, 
that there is anywhere any demand for 
changes in the governmental structure which 
would deny democracy. its birthright. For 
that reason it is possible that the President's 
appeal to the country may not have the great 
effect that it might otherwise produce. 
Embarkation upon.’a new spending pro- 
gramme will undoubtedly accelerate the in- 
crease of business and it is stated that there 
are already signs of improvement, but it must. 
be remembered that the huge sums already 
spent in this manner have produced no per- 
manent result, ‘There is nothing to indicate 
the likelihood of any better result coming} 
from this new development, and when the 
time comes it will not be on the appealing 
qualities af his eloquence that President 
Roosevelt and his party will have to meet the

The first anniversary of the outbreak of 
hostilities between China and Japan has been 
the occasion of a great amount of message- 
giving by statesmen of both countries, For 
the most part they follow lines which were 
only to be expected, but Prince Konoye, 
Japanese Prime Minister, in an interview 
with Japanese newspapermen in Tokyo, was 
obviously talking for foreign consumption when 
he spoke of the relations of the Japanese gov- 
ernment with the neutral Powers involved, 
through no fault of their own, in this very 
tragic quarrel. ‘The appropriate passage car- 
ried in a Reuter message, and published in 
this journal yesterday morning, bears repeat- 

:— 

“Japan fully respected the rights and inter- 
ests of third Powers in China, Prince Konoye 
declared, but a9 hostilities were going on the 
hationals of third Powers. were not being 
admitted into North China at present, 

“This, he went on to say was only a tem 
porary’ measure. At the proper time, the 
Premier stressed, foreigners would be able ti 

‘resume their notmal business, 

“Britain, he declared, was sceptical, but 
Japan had no intention of ousting British 
fluence, and it was hoped that with the dev 
lopment of the situation Japan's true inten- 
tions would be understood and British: and 
French attitude towards Japan would gradu- 
ally change. 

"The Imperial Government, Prince Konoye 

added would pursue a policy’ accelerating such 

change.” 

It is an interesting statement the only fault of 
which lies in its utterly unconvincing fami- 
Yarity. If neutral nationals have heard si- 
milar utterances, or seen them reported once, 
they have heard or seen them a dozen times 
at least during the past year, and in view of 
all the circumstances they carry as little con- 
viction now as they did when such assurances 
were first given. It is inevitable that this 
should be the case, for the distance between 
promise and fulfilment in these matters is so 
Great that only by the extension of the com- 
pletest and most fatuous credulity is it pos- 
sible to bring the two within some sort of 
relationship with each other. Scepties cannot 
shut their eyes to what they have seen during 
the past seven years in Manchoukuo, nor will 
it be easy to believe that the methods which 
have been applied in that country will not 
sooner, or later, and most probably ihe former, 
be applied in China, 

‘The large number of questions which have 
been asked of the British Government by 
members of the Hotise of Commons, not only 
shows how keenly developments are being 
followed in the Far East, but the completeness 
of the information at’ the disposal of the 
questioners. It is doubtful if even one of the 
many interrogatories which have been ad= 
dressed to the British Government during the 
past few weeks was in any way based upon 
inaccurate information, or that any one of 
them conveyed any suggestion, of falsity. 
Thus when the state of affairs 16 be noticed 
in Shanghai and China under Japanese 
occupation, with especial reference to the 
rights of foreign neutrals in this country 
considered in the light of Prince Kanoye's 
statement, some interesting comparisons are 
arrived at. It is alleged that the Japanese 
are exercising discrimination against British 
shipping on Chinese waterways, despite the 
fact that that Japanese cargo vessels sire pet 
mitted to operate freely. The Japanese reas: 
appears to be that it is unsafe for British 
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shipping to use the Yangtze so far as it is at 
present navigable, but if Japanese vessels cam 
Bnd do take whatever risk"there may be, the 
British shipping concerns are entitled to do 
the same thing. It is difficult to believe that 
this denial arises out of any tender regard for 
the safety of British vessels in those waters. 
‘The Eastern arid Northern areas of Shanghai 
fare still largely denied to the normal com- 
merce and industry of this port, in which 
neutral interests are largely concerned, The 
plea appears to be one of military necessity. 
TThe streets are denied to the transport com- 
‘panies such ‘as those controlling the buses 
And. trams, for some specious reason or 
other. Whatever reason the Japanese 





give for their attitude in this respect it is] 


Fightly to be described as specious. Japanese 
Controlled buses and taxicabs are , being 
allowed to operate, ‘paying no licence fees to 
the Shanghai Municipal Council, but never- 
theless using those roads which it is the duty 
‘bf the Council to maintain. . If it is safe‘ for’ 
Japanese concerns to indulge in this business, 
it is equally safe for foreign concerns, who 
have greater right than these newly arrived 
interlopers carrying on under some sort of 
official protection. ‘The conservancy of the 
Whangpoo remains neglected. For nearly a) 
year no attention has been paid to the river, 
and the continued neglect is already re- 
Qognized as having a serious effect upon the 
harbour, ‘The question of the shipping using’ 
‘his port is one in which forelgn neutrals are 
snost’ intimately concerned, but the means of 
accommodating it are being allowed to go to 
tack and ruin for no reason which can be 
advanced worthy of recelving credence. 


Compare this very abbreviated list of in- 

ances showing the manner in which foreign 
interests, not only British and French are 
being neglected, nay trifled with, with the 
fair promises which have so often been made 
jn the past, and now reiterated by the Prime 
‘Minister of Japan, Compare the undoubted 
discrimination which is being given: Japanese 
industrialists in Shanghai at the expense] 
‘of their foreign competitors. Go further] 
afield into North China and recall the 
various reports on similar cases which have 
deen published in the local Press, and then 
endeavour to devise some relationship between 
Sapanese promise and fulfilment. It passes 
the wit of any occidental to” discover it, 
though, perhaps, by some form of oriental 
Jogi it may be possible to do so. Prince’ 
Konoye speaks of the Japanese Government) 
pursuing a policy of accelerating a change in 
The attitudes of Britain and France towards 
these hostilities. Is there any argument to 
prove that the possible occupation of Hainan 
Zsland, oven if only temporarily, would be in 
the best interests of France, or that the con~ 
tinuation of the present state of affairs in 
Shanghai, as sketched in above is for the 
Gecided benefit of neutral Powers? Convie~ 
tion most certainly, cannot ‘be secured with’ 
the most persuasive ‘eloquence at the disposal 
‘of Japanese orators, though they do control 
something which might tale even better. 
‘The only criterion by which these oft-repeated 
assurances on the part of the Japanese leaders 
fan be judged is simple fact, ‘The fact is that 
itis impossible to reconcile fair promises with 
‘what has happened in. the past and what is 
actually taking place: today. Prince Konoye 
‘ean accelerate a better understanding between 
Japan, Great Britain and France by ‘the 
translation of words into deeds. ‘There are 
prospects of such a policy being completely 
successful and in a very short time at that,

futility of the acts of terrorism perpetrated 
in the International Settlement on the oc- 
casion of the first anniversary of the com- 
mencement of Sino-Japanese hostilities on

of the whole proceedings, and to point out 
that those responsible for it are not animated by 
high ideals but by a completely mistaken view 
of their duty towards their own countrymen.

‘There is a certain amount of evidence to 
show that the terrorists who are said to have 
percolated into Shanghai, generally passing 
through what should be Japanese controlled 
territory to do so, acted in concert, and that 
behind the outburst of early yesterday morn- 
ing there was at least a plan, if not a directing 
mind, If not, why were all the bombs thrown 
around the hours five to six a.m.? It is clear 
that those responsible for planning the de- 
‘monstration expected that later in the day 
the authorities would clamp down such strict 
control that the only chance to get anything 
done was to start before the various pre- 
cautionary measures would be in full working 
order. It was the only time when the bomb- 
‘throwers could hope to do their ‘dastardly 
work and escape afterwards, and the 
throwing of missiles practically simultaneous~

man replied “No, we. mean the entire 
day, July 7, 1938, From 12° midnight| 
to midnight.”

PALESTINE: DISORDERS

‘The “Sunday Times" is much too ‘critical 
lof the British Government when it writes, 
editorially, concerning the latest outbreak in 
/Palestine:—“Let"us’ be, honést With ourselves 
and admit that we have made a miserable 





failure’ of our task in Palestine.” It is yet 
to be proved that Great Britain has failed, but 
there may be much criticism not only of the 
British ever accepting the burden which 





what was being attempted. ‘The promise to 
make Palestine the nationlal home of the Jews 
was one of those pledges ‘given at the time 
of the Great War,," It’ sounded. ‘well,, and 
represented a desire to meet the Fequirements 
of the Jews for a country of thelr own, Whal 
could have been better than to have réstored 
them to the land of their forefathers, to have 
enabled them afresh to worle out thelr. destiny, 
to have done something to redress the, wrongs 
‘which -they ‘have endured for the last two 
thousand years? ‘The proposal from that polit 
fot view had everything to ‘cornmend’ it, and 
‘there is nothing’ to wonder at that it found 
so ready a response in’the hearts of Jew and 
gentile alike, But the claims. of, the races 
Involved, and their Yacial characteristics do 
not suffcieritly appear to have been taken 
into account, and the disorders which have 
raged in the past and those which are raging 
fat present are evidence of that omission, 
and the one major faulf of Which the Britis 
policy in Palestine canbe accused. If it were 
at any time thought that the settlement of a 
portion of thé Jews in Palestine would solve 
all difficulties, it is now apparent that it would 
do nothing of the sort. Palestine is not bg 
lenouigh to provide accommodation for all the 
[Jews in the warld—it was never believed that 
{they would emigrate there if it were, In effect 
the proposal to’ establish a niational home for 
the Jews was not one intended''to erbrace 
the whole of Jewry’ but only such as those 
‘who might care to settle there. In the mean- 
time for practically two thousand years 
Palestine had become increasingly important 
fas a home for a section of the Arabs. ‘They 
‘were not particularly successful in developing 
‘the land, such being more or less foreign 9 
their racial genius. at 
The advent of the Jews into ‘Palestine was 
bound to'create trouble. Obtaining land by 
purchase from the Arabs, in a perfectly proper 
form of procedure, they commenced to develop 
their properties in a manner which showed 
‘that, despite drawbacks, there was ‘much in 
‘the ‘general: scheme to be commended, ‘The 
Arab, tempted by the prospect of ready money, 
in many cases only too readily parted with 
his property, but when the cash shad: gone, 
[he found himself destitute and without: the 
means of obtaining a livelihood. The transi 
tion from satisfaction with a. bargain 
fo anger at dispossession, no _ matter 
how properly it had been effected, natural 
ly. created a sense of resentment, and 
it'was within the course of a comparatively 
few years that a large body of Arab dis: 
‘content was created which ever since has 
proved a stumbling blopk to the harmonious 
[prosecution of the scheme, ‘That sentiment 
found expression in all manner of ‘outbreaks 
against the Jews, and.it is to be admittet

‘That was not inspired by tho Shanghai Muni- 
inal Counell, nor was there, as the Japanese 
eports suggest, any reference to the Chinese 
Jaw courts. Domel was perfectly correct in 
‘ringing these reports back to Shanghai, though 
perhaps. it has done the Japanese journalists 
responsible for this farrago of nonsense an ill 
lyn. It is suggested that they. should be re- 
talled and. others less prone to “language 
imeulties” should be sent out to take their 
Place, of pethaps those better able to sup- 
Dress’ fantasy in favour of fect. 



































Clearing the Harbour 


‘The Japanese authorities are to be con- 
sratulated ‘on their success in raising the first 
tthe steamers sunk by the Chinese when 
they ereated the boom oft Nantao last August. 
Not only has this success placed into operation 
@ useful vessel but it constitutes a measure of 
brogress to clear the boom which has blocked 
Ane-upper channel for the past eleven. months 
‘and hps eaused considerable damage by scour- 
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ing to the wharf property on the Pootung.side 
of the Whangpoo, "When the bootn was ertated, 
Wt was generally believed that the Japaneso 
steamers seized by the Chinese and ‘sunk at 
‘that spot, had been sunk in a methodical man- 
ner which would make the task of salvage 
relatively easy, but it was discovered later that 
they had bees’ sunk hurriedly and haphazardly 
with the sole purpose of, blocking any Japanese 
aval advanee ‘Up-river ‘and salvaiye operations 
became’ more difficult. After the Ciiinese junks 
had clther been freed or destroyed by fire, the 
Japanese engineers set to work with a force 
of 130 men belonging to the Japan Salvage 
Company to deal with the steamers of the 
Nisshin ‘Kisen Kaisha. ‘The Suzan Maru, the 
first to ‘be freed froth the mud. ia reported ac- 
tually to have been raised two weeks ago but 
she went down again and complete salvage was 
ot effected until lost Saturday. Eight’ more 
ships, including two or three said to be among 
the finest on the Yangtze when they were in 
normal service there, are still at the bottom, 
‘and although the Suzan Maru is fit to re-enter 
service such hopes are not entertained regard- 
ing the condition of the others. Nevertheless, 
this task of clearing the boom cannot be over: 
‘estimated in importance for the problems ot 
the Port of Shanghai have gone neglected for 
eleven months since;the hostilities started and 
the urgency of their solution finds daily 
emphasis in shipping circles where it is felt 
that political necessities ean by no means con- 
strued of such overwhelming importance as to 
bring ruin to the port, which is used by Japa- 
nese-as much as by other nationalities. Follow- 
ing Harbour authorities’ announcement of thei~ 
intention to remove junks and boats, also ob- 
stacles (o navigation, this work on the boom 
is an encouraging sign that action is at last 
being taken to save the harbour. 











1938 and All That 


‘The Shanghai Directory for 1938—younger 
sister of the China Hong List—is off the press. 
For six months to come she will bé the acknow- 
leged “Miss Shanghai” of this city’s directories. 
Her debut has been eagerly awaited, and so 
many people are demanding the pleasure of 
entertaining hor that those responsible for her 
fear that she may become exhausted long be- 
fore her admirers are satisfied. Compared with 
the Issue of 1937, the Shanghal Directory for 
1938 Is a little slimmer. North of the Creek. 
accounts for this difference: Broadway's nearly 
‘two columns of 1997 residents and shops are 
now listed in less than half a column; Scott 
Road's 14 inches of space in 1937 becomes two 
inches in 1938 and so on. But for the most 
part thore has been merely a reshuffling of 
Population, as witness the expansion 
in Avenue Edward VIT and Great Western 
Road. From the coinpiler’s point of view this 
year’s edition of the Shanghai Directory con- 
stitutes a record. Never in the history of its 
publication have the changes in Shanghai's 
community been so vast. Yet practically every 
foreign name and all the more important 
Chinese names are here all pinned down for ux 
like butterflies, each in their places and tabbed 
with thelr occupations and business and private 
Addresses. Between July, 1997, and July, 1938, 
there have been times when’ the need ‘for 0 
new Shanghal Directory dt al would have 
been strongly open to doubt. Yet the Hong 
List published last January was out of print in 
two months, the demand for it was so great.

too anxious to fight at the drop of the hand~ 
IKerchief, or even without that, if necessary. 
In what way has the British ‘policy failed? 
It certainly could not have sought to prevent 
‘the Jews acquiring land froin the Arabs. To 
have done so would, from the very commence 
ment, have denied the possibility of the 
scheme ever being successful, for the im- 
migrant Jews would have been obliged either 
to confine their activities to the cities, or to 
have undertaken the development of land 
which: the Arabs would not take up, namely 
the less fertile tracts, Nor was there any 
means, once an Arab had parted with his 
hholding, of making sure the proceeds would 
‘be invested wisely. ‘The British Government 
might conceivably have bought out the Arab 
farmer and settled him elsewhere but if he 
did not want to leave Palestine, or even that 
istrict of the country where he lived, that 
solution would also be condemned to failure. 
‘On the face of it there does not appear 10) 
‘be any solution ready at hand. The chief 
cause of the trouble appears to be that in 
the settlement of the Jews on the land haste 
‘was not made slowly enough. ‘There were 
jrresistible factors at work in other parts of 
the world which made that impossible, for so 
many Jews already needed a place to flee 
unto, and the answer to the eriticism of the 
“Sunday Times" appears to be that if there 
has been a failure, the British Government 
fis not solely to be blamed, but that a great 
deal of the trouble is rooted in causes over 
Which it had no control whatsoever. While it 
is admitted that some such assistance as that 
which it was proposed to give the Jews in 
Palestine was imperatively necessary, it must 
be recognized that whatever was undertaken 
had to be done with every safeguard to make 
sure that the Arabs received full justice. ‘The 
claim of Jewry to Palestine may have its 
foundations in tradition, but that claim has 
been more or less an academic one for ap- 
lproximately two thousand years, during which, 
‘of the greater proportion of which, the Arabs 
hhave acquired a factual as apart, from a tradi 
tional claim to the land. ‘The present be- 
haviour of the Jews in Palestine is open to 
criticism. ‘There is plenty of evidence to sux. 
gest that the initiative in the present dis 
Jorders has been taken by them, and the num- 
ber of casualties gives some corroboration. It 
is not believed that the leaders of Jewry 
Palestine countenance what is being dane by 
the younger sections of their community, but 
the fact remains that irresponsibles are mak- 
ing their contribution towards embarrasing 
the British Government. That is a dangerous 
game to play, for contingencies are con- 
eeivable in which the British forees which 
fare being used for the reestablishment of 
[peace and yood order might be required else- 
where, and if the Jews were left to their 
Jown devices they might not be in so fortunate 
a position as they are now. Britain has not 
failed in Palestine: she has not been so suc 
lcessful as was at first hoped, but the fault

‘which Japanese troops launched a 
severe attack upon the Chinete posi- 

“Japanese troops also appeared at 
Mayingchiao, 10 kilometres to the 
south-east of Hukow. 

“The fate of Hukow depended upon 
whether the Chinese defenders could 
hold out until morning, when re- 
inforcements were expected to arrive 
at their designated positions, 

“As the Chinese garrison at Hukow 
were stubbornly holding on to the 
port, the Chinese reinforcements

A fair amount of | Shanghai-made 
articles are brought In by Japanese 
‘wholesalers who can command the 
transportation, and there are Japanese 
tinned goods, sugar and light 
manufactures, "But the proportion of 
Japanese goods does not seem to gain.

Fur Shipment Refused 
Foreign exporters recently were 
shocked when shipments of furs 
destined for foreign countries were 
suddenly refused loading permits at 


Dairen. 
‘This was the result of a sudden 
decree “from the Depariment of 


Finance and Commerce which was 
interpreted by the Dairen authorities 
‘as banning all, such shipments, 

"The Changchun Government ex- 
plained subsequently that the furs 
rentioned in the decree, namely, the 
skins of sheep, lambs, goats, dogs and 
eats, were necessary to meet domestic 
requirements, 

"At present, exports of horsehair, 
bristles “and ‘all furs to China arc 
definitely prohibited. Hitherto a con- 
siderable ‘amount of these exports 
ere shipped to North China ports 
Tor final curing or dressing before 
shan Road east from Hsin chieh-klou 
to the City Railway; and Taiping 
Road down to Pehhsia Road. On 
them are now found 104 establish- 
ments which scem to be definitely 
Sopanese; and there are a few in 
other locations, ‘These figures are for 
eommereial enterprises, not for can- 
teens and army organs of various 
types. 

‘Two Japanese trucking companies 
‘are said between them to have about 
75 trucks on the road, most of them 
doing the long haul.’ ‘The ‘Tupan's 
‘Administration (a glorified mayoralty) 
‘announces that new business develop- 
ment is emphasized in Shans Road 
and in Hanchung Road: ‘This seems 
fo be pleasant cover for the acquisi- 
tion of the old main streets and the 
better buildings remaining upon them, 
by Japanese hands. 

“Actually. the short Shansi Road was 
ong ago filled with litte shops started 
up among the refugees, and Hanchung 
Road near Hsinchichklou is jammed 
with market stalls of all types.

Dimeult Situation

fduired to meet national needs. whilst 
the list of articles on the “free’— 
unprohibited list Is "being gradually 
reduced. 

Tn general, exporters discount the 
repeated reports regarding the estab- 
Tishment of export monopolies which 
‘would pass on the more lucrative 
portion of the expert trade to Japon- 
‘ese concerns. ‘They assert here and 
in Dairen. that Japanese exporting 
houses are not in a position to handle 
this business at present, that they 
know nothing of foreign’ clients’ re- 
quirements, and that they do not 
hhave the necessary contacts with for- 
lan markets 

Whilst these assertions are made 
with a certain amount of confidence, 
[Sxporters are believed to fear further 
Government intervention in the shape 
‘of prohibition or the encouragement 
fof Japanese-céntrolled _mononlies. 

‘One prominent foreign business 
man has expressed the situation in 
few. words. "When the so-called 
‘Open Door was slammed in our faces. 
‘we could generally get through 9

Tightening the anti-epldemle cam- 
paign, the Nanking health authorities, 
who ‘recently offered cash rewards 
for fies killed, have established in- 
spection stations at various public 
places, Chinese reports said yester- 
day. 

For the present, three such stations 
fare functioning. “These_are at the 
Hsiakwan  Raliway Station, the 
/Hsiakwan wharves and the Chung- 
shan city gate. Each station is in 
charge of a doctor, a nurse ond two 
assistants, 

‘All passengers arriving at Nanking 

either by land or by water must frst 
proceed to one of the three stations 
for an examination by the health 
suthorities, Any passenger 
of having contracted commun 
diseases is “detained” and then sent 
to the city's isolation hospital to re- 
eeive proper treatment, 
‘Even the passengers’ luggage does 
not escape the health authorities’ at- 
tention. At each eity gate is station 
ed a squad of health oficers, whose 
duty it is to spray all incoming lug- 
gage with a liquid disinfectant, 

‘The disinfection process Is" also 
applied to fresh vegetables and fruits 
that are brought to Nanking daily, 
Alter arrival at the market the veget- 
fables and fruits are disinfected for 
‘he second time before being permit- 
ted to be put on sale. 

‘A house-to-house inspection is con~ 
ducted by squads also organized by 
the health authorities, Any house 
suspected of having been infected is 
thoroughly disinfected by the Inspec 
tion squads.

4v visit to the new offices of Man- 
churian Films at Changchun brought 
out the information that Mr. Tisuo 
Araki, who is responsible for the dis- 
tribution of foreign pictures and who 
for some ten years was associated with 
Japan office of one of the leading 
‘American producers, is still carrying 
fon negotiations with New York and 
hopes {o arrive at some arrangement 
so that high-grade, American films 
may be available in this market, 
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‘The first Manchurian Films pieture 
has been completed. The title of it is 
“The Village Hero” and the story was 
suggested by the Army and Navy. It 
is frankly a propoganda film, designed 
to facilitate recrulting for the Man- 
choukuo Army. 

‘Two companies have been busy on 
location at ‘Kwan chengtze, near the 
transmitters of the _ broadcasting 
stations and various wireless telegraph 
circuits. ‘This quaint old town. was 
the terminus of the southern section 
of the Russian-owned Chinese Eastern 
Railway, from the time of the Treaty 
of Portsmouth, 1905 until the railway 
‘was sold to Manchoukuo in 1933, 

During the last few years of the 
Russian . operation, 
citizens of the USS.R., who occupied 
the foreign-style houses, and thronged 
the big Railway Club offered material 
for newsreels which would compare 
favourably with some of the shots 
taken at the much publicized new 
capital a few short miles away. The 
relief which the Government’ must 
have felt when the railway.was taken 
over and this hot-bed of Communist 
propaganda had no further excuse for 
existence in'the suburbs of the capital 
ean well be imagined. 


“A Star is Born” 


Now, in this historie spot, one com- 
pany has been shooting “A Star is 
Born." The scenario was prepared 
by members of the company’s staf 
jwho, in all probability, are indebted 
for their inspiration, at least for the 
title. to American’ sources: ‘This led 
to the natural question as to whether| 
the new company had acquired. or!

fed to receive so much less than the 
renorted earnings of the Japanese| 
artistes. 

‘The company officials pointed out! 
that they fed, housed and cared for 
thelr companiés, and that allthis

ties. 

‘Orders as to procedure during the 
entire week were sent to the foreign 
universities as well as schools by the 
Edueation Ministry. For the first day 
of the ‘propaganda week the presi- 
dents of all universities were ordered | 
to hoist the Hsin Min flag while the 
student body sang .the isin Ming 
song. ‘The was to be followed by 
speeches by the presidents to the 
students of an anti-Communist and 
onti-Kuomintang nature. 

‘This the three foreign universities, 
Yen Ching (American), Fu Jen 
(Catholic) and the Sino-French, all 
promptly refused to do, 

‘Then came orders for the final day 
of the propaganda week when all) 
students had to attend a mass meet- 
ing in a section of the Forbidden 
City and. pass anti-Kuomintang, anti- 
Chiang Kai-shek and anti-Communist 
resolutions. The Ministry ordered 
the foreign universities in unequivo- 
cal terms to send thelr students and 
to send “officers to lead the students,” 
presumably members of the faculty 
being meant. 








‘To Urge Friendly Collaboration 

‘The resolutions to ‘be adopted by 
this mass meeting of students were 
set out in the instructions to univer. 
sities. Some of them were: “to send] 
telegrams to the Chinese people at

‘engaged in working ‘rock phosphate 
deposits on the island, 

‘He is in Tokyo making prepara- 


tions to establish a ¥.1,000,000 
phosphate mining company om alsa 
Island, 


Discovered in 1917 

In 4917 he discovered the island, 
he sald, white sailing about in the 
South China Sea aboard a 19-ton 
motorboat while attempting to re~ 
float a sunken ship. 

‘After discovering that the island 
abounds in rock phosphate | Mr. 
Hirata started development of the 
deposits and in 1923 organized the 
Kalyo Industrial Company, 
“tAglen three years of preparation 
for tho development of Hsisha 
Toland,” Mr, Hirata told the news- 
men, "I was told by Mr, ‘Tokichi 
Tanaka, then director of the Bureau 
of Trade, and Mr, Kenkicht 
‘Yoshizawa,’ then director of the 
Political Affairs Bureau of the For~ 
ign OMlce, that if a desort island is 
discovered ' by anyone and worked

a fast. motor vessel, arrived in 


Shanghai yesterday from Yokohama and Kobe and, apart from 
‘a few small Japanese “coasters,” is the first ship to reach what 
might be termed the outside world since Tuesday's disastrous floods. 


Omcers and members of the crew 
were not very talkative, however, 
but explained that this was due to 
a desire not to mislead; what had 
happened had happened so swiftly 
and) om such gigantic proportions 
that no one carried away more than 
Ja vague but none the less horrifying 
picture of a city Iald waste. 

The Ajax was forced to sail with 
Jeso than half her cargo. She had 
barely started to load cargo when the 
storm hit Kobe and the lighters had 
to be taker away to a safer spot 
in ‘the harbour. On Wednesday, 
when the rain and winds had died! 
away, most of the cargo was under 
water and the Ajax sailed for Shang 
hai with barely 800 tons of Kobe 
ecorgo in her hold. 

All day Monday, as for several 
doys previously, the rain came down 
in torrents, members of the ships’ 
crew told the “North-China Daily 
News." but Kobe earried on quietly, 
gumbling slightly at the rain and| 
partial flooding but with no inkling| 
of the disaster that was brooding over 
the city in the hills just behind the 
residential section. 

Rumbling Sound 

Tuesday dawned with the rains| 
coming down even harder. Shortly| 
after 1030 o'clock, those nearest the 
residential section heard a queer 
rumbling, rushing sound, From out 
of the hills tumbled rapidly growing| 
rivers of swirling water and debris| 
that rushed ever faster and faster 
down the slopes towards Kobe. 

Shouts and sickening thuds and 
rashes were soon audible to startled 
members of the Ajax’s crew who, 
despite the rains came out on deck 
to see what was happening. ‘They. 
soon knew. Down onto the wharves 
along the Hatoba come what seemed 
to be a “fair sized tidal wave, i 
you could imogine one on shore,’ 
jas one member of the crew put it. 
‘The waters rushed over the jetties 
Into the harbour and for quite some 
time were anywhere from three to 
five or six fect deep. 

‘On land, chaos was reigning. All 
members of the crew of the Ajax 
‘were on board the ship at the time, 
but at the first available opportunity 
those that could rushed ashore. 

“rerrible Mess” 

“It was a terrible mess," one of 

them said yesterday. “We saw trams| 

‘motor cars which had been liter-| 
ly washed up into heaps. ‘There 
was water and mud everywhere and 
people were just slipping about and 
struggling around as best they could. 
‘They seemed to be as bewildered as| 
we were. 

Earlier reports from Kobe, by way 
of San Francisco, indicated ‘that. the| 
Motomachi, Kobo's main business 
street, was entirely flooded. Asked 
about this, one of the crew said—| 
“Well, no, not exactly. It is flooded 
at each end, of course, but not in 
the middle, ‘where the ‘flood waters 
have died down. 

‘When the Ajax sailed from Kobe, 
the storm and rain clouds had dis- 
appeared, to give way to brilliant 
sunshine,’ but the city itself was still 
foundering around and large seetions| 
of it were under water. 

“Funnily enough.” said one _mem-| 
ber of the crew.” we were talking to 
a shop proprictor on the Monday 
evening about the floods at Yoko- 
hama—we had just come from there 
and he told us that Kobe was by 
far the luckier cily. Kobe, he said, 
never had any earthquakes or floods, 
while typhoons generally missed it 
entirely. ‘The next evening, the 
TTeesday, when we went around to 
pick up ‘some things we had ordered, 
we were told he had been missing 
all day.

‘Messrs. Tom Wallace, Harry Veitch 
‘and D. W, Crawford, all members| 
when ‘the Club was formed in 1880, 
will be ‘present along with represent 
Mives of other sporting institutions 
in Shanghai. 

"There are no offal documents of 
the Club prior to the year 1606 but 
research In other directions brings 
interesting side-lights, 

"The “North-China Daily News" of 
1886 informs us that on Saturday, 
‘june 9, a new elub, called the Shang- 
hal Recreation Club, had been started 
‘and already ‘boasted of eighty mem- 
bers, Ata meeting on this day held 
‘on the grounds formerly occupied by 
the Shanghal Athletic Club It was 
deelded to include among the recrea- 
tons ‘Lawn Tennis, Cricket, Base Ball, 
Football, Quolts and any other sports 
that members desire to engage in 
provided the ground will permit of 
thelr belng played’. A Committee was 
flected consisting of -the following 
gentlemen:—Messrs, ‘T. Brown, Hart 
‘Buck, D, W. Crawford, J. Henningsen, 
J. Purdon, E. J, 0, Rowland, H. 
Schlichting and J. West, ‘The ‘sub- 
seription was limited to $10. 


Clay Pigeon Shooting 

Later, it_was stated that if practl- 
cable the Committee would introduce 
lay pigeon shooting which would 
give sportsmen an opportunity of

"The ground which they took over, 
and still occupy, was first tenanted 
by the Shanghai Base Ball Club as 
far back as 1863 and then by the 
Shanghai Athletic Club who took 
possession in 1085, both of which in- 
stitutions appear to have closed on 
‘account of Ananeial difmeulties.

"The Shanghai Recreation Club has 
‘also. an enviable reputation in the 
other branches of sports it has foster- 
fed except, perhaps, quolts, of which 
fone heats no further mention.

‘Young Pianist’s Suceess 


According to information from 
Belgium, Miss FaustaSaharova, 
young Shanghai pianist, has finished 
the Royal Conservatory, taking frst 
placé in the Anal examinations. Miss 
Saharova, who is only 20 years of 
age, left’ Shanghai two years ago. 
Here she studied piano under the 
well-known Prof. B. 8. Zakharoff, 
ond already attracted attention by 
‘appearing with the Municipal Or- 
chestra and at scholastic concerts. 
‘The young pianist's father, Gen. 
NP, Saharov, says that his talented 
daughter will spend some time in 
Europe and will arrive in Shang- 
hal in the beginning of September. 

Russian orientalists and all who| 
studied at the Oriental Institute at 
‘Vindivostok sill be sorry to hear that 
Prof, Petr Schmidt, Doctor of Phi- 
ology, died in Riga’ on June 5. Well- 
known in the Far East, Prof, Schmidt 
for many years taught the Chinese 
language and literature at Viadivos- 
tok, and took ceaseless trips over 
China that on occasion brought him 
to Shanghai, In 1891 Prof. Schmidt 
entered the Moscow Imperial Uni- 
versity. Later, he was transferred 
to St, Petersburg, where he joined the 
faculty of Oriental languages. ‘This 
he Anished with full honours, acquir- 
Ing excellent knowledge of the! 
Chiriese, ‘Mongol, Manchurian and 
Kolmik’ tongues," In the end of the 
preceding century Prof, Schmidt was 
sent from Russia to Peicing where he 
continued his scientific investigations, 
fand between the years 1899 and 1920 
he was a member of the professoriate 
of the Viadivostok Institute. Follow- 
{ng the revolution, he returned to his 
‘own country, where, in Riga, he lec- 
tured on philology, ‘Latvian folklore 
‘ond mythology. ‘He -attempted to 
fcund a faculty for studying Eastern 
subjects, and under his direetion a 

‘ore of $0 of students studied matters 
pertaining to the Far East. Prof. 
[Schmidt left many books after him. 
the majority of which have been 
translated into German,

Refugee Eviction 
Problem . 
Shanghal, July 12. 


‘A. joint petition by the several 
parent refugee organizations has been 
Submitted to the Shanghal Municipal 
‘Couneil supplicating for a postpone- 
ment of Police action in assisting 
Iandlords in the eviction of refugees. 
‘The petition represents that owing 
to delays in obtaining suitable camp 
sites, diffeulties of procuring the 
hecessary building materials and the 
protraction of negotiations aiming to 
Secure the consent of all the authori- 
ties concerned, the refugee organiza 
tions have not yet found it possible 
to have ready alternative camps to 
accommodate the many thousand ro- 
fugees whose eviction is sought by 
landlords, ‘The difeulties represented 
by the refugee organizations have 
Seen investigated and found to be 
‘The petition of the parent refugee 
organizations is supported by the 
Shanghai International Rea Cross, 
‘which has stated that the compulsory 
eviction of several thousand refugees: 
ft the presont time, when no alter- 
ative accommodation exists, would 
result in the peace of the city being 
jeopardized by consequent begging 
‘and stealing and foreible entry on the 
part of refugees. Health conditions 
would also be endangered by inerens- 
Ing. the possibilities of infection 
through distribution of the refugees 
throughout the city. 
Logal Obligation Remains 
It-was the Council's hope that by 
‘a postponement in lending the assist 
ance of its Police to landlords in 
‘effecting evictions, sufficlent time 
Would ‘be allowed’ the refugee or- 
ganizations to provide alternative 
Aecommodation. These hopes, | the 
‘Council regrets, have not materialized, 
‘The Counell is compelled, therefore, 
{in the interests of public peace, order 
‘and good health, further to withhold 
Police ‘action invoked by landlords to 
feviet refugees. It is appreciated, 
howeyer, that a legal obligation rests 
upon the Council to carry out evic- 
tions in individual eases where land- 
lords have secured a. court order 
lawfully authorizing an eviction. 
The Council is lending its assist 
lance to the refugee organizations in

After the war, he| 
joined the Pekin Syndicate and wes|

fa number of years. 

Later, he went into business on his|

his "vast knowledge of° the subject| 
‘soon made his name known on even 
a wider scale as one of the| 
World's most distinguished author!- 
ties on this extraordinarily dif- 
fieult subject. Although he held 
the honorary degree of mse. (Man- 
chester) Mr. Swallow, during | the 
latter part of his life, lived a very 
‘simple life in Kaifeng; nevertheless, 
he. contributed regularly to the| 
*North-China Daily News" and his 
articles were over a delight to reed 
fand. a feast for the mind.

polities aside—and until we see the 
entire Church ranged against the 
Government there seems no reason 
for undue anxiety os to its future 
relations with the State.

One of the most Impressive core- 
monies to take place in France during 
the Inst years, was witnessed here 
today ax the ‘President of the Re 
public, M, Albert Lebrun, accom- 
panied by Mer, Suhard, Archbishop 
fof Rheims and Special Papal Legate 
{for the occasion, solemnly Inaugurat- 
led the cathedral here, thrown. open 
to the faithful and to lovers of art 
{for the frst time in 25_years. 

Tt will be recalled that the 
Cathedral, one of the Jewels of 
‘Medieval ‘art, was heavily damaged 
during the great War and more than

YRESIDENT Roosevelt called on America here today to meet a 


new “challenge to Democracy” with “practical devotion.” 


He 


said threats to. Democracy constituted a new national crisis “as 
fundamental as that faced by President Abraham Lincoln.”

Supreme Court Justice” Benjamin 
[Cardozo died here today after a pro- 
Tonged illness from which he had not, 
been expected to recover. 

‘He was taken seriously ill in 
Washington in mid-winter when hope 
for his life ‘was abandoned several 
times. During @ later improvement 
in his condition he was moved to. 
Inis summer home here to avoid the 
extreme heat of the Washington sum~ 
mer, but" his condition remained 
eritical. 

Few men have reached the pinnacle 
fof the Tegal profession with a deeper 
for wider knowledge of law, or with 
‘a more sympathetle understanding of 
its social and humane application than 
Justice Cardozo. He was appointed 
‘Associate justice of the Supreme 
[Court of the United States in Febru- 
‘ary, 1932, by President Hoover. His 
legal experience was gained in New 
York City, where he was born on 
May 24, 1870. Justice Cardozo. re~ 
signed as chief judge of the New York 
Court of Appeals to accept the 
supreme court appointment.

Authorities: welcome to Tei Chi-tao, the 
spreader of Buddhist learning: weleome to 
Tal Chi-tao the proclaimer of Nationalism.” 
‘The first sign on entering the gate in very 
big tetters was to the effect that chair coolis| 
[would be made welcome at the hospital for 
breaking off the opium habit and that their 
food would be supplied. Other signs painted 
throughout the city. were: “Assist Gen. 
Chiang; support the Central Government; 
down with traitors.” ‘These slogans welcom- 
ing this high official to the frontier were 
printed in Tibetan and Chinese. 

‘Tai Chi-tao, as well as being the head of 
[China's Examination Administration, is also 
fn ardent Buddhist, He has made a life- 
study of the philosophy of Buddhism, being| 
Aeeply read in the original documents of this 
religion. As such he will be warmly 
‘welcomed by the lamas and _lamaseries 
‘throughout eastern Tibet. ‘The unfortunate 
thing is that he will find as he travels about 
‘Kham that the lamas and drabas know very 
little either about Buddhism or Lamaism, 

During the last 100 years Lamaism has very 
largely become a system of noise. Enormous 
trumpets, numerqus drums, cymbals, gongs, 
bells and conch shelis have taken the place 
of learning and the draba has now made the 
fiscovery that the evil spirits inhabiting the 
‘Land of the Lamas fear noise more than they 
Jdo. philosophy. Consequently, learning 
throughout Kham is now more or less con- 
fined to a few lamas, specially in the prin- 
cipality of Derge on’ the left bank of the 
Yangtze,

‘There is considerable talk, and some of the 
slogans carried this idea, that the head of 
the Examination Administration intends to| 
put new energy into Lamaism. If so he has 
1 big task before him. Lamaism may at one 
time have been the Light of Asia; it is very 
far from that now. “The lama’s ‘trumpet is 
inqw the big thing and this demands more 
‘wind and less study. 

‘The main object, however, that brings this 
fnigh minister to the border is to represent 
the Chinese Government at the burial rites of 
the Panchen Lama. ‘The body is now lying in 
state at Kanze and everything will begin on 
/Tai's arrival. 

Enormous preparations are now being made 
{in Tachienlu including the manufacture and 
collection of nearly 100,000 Chinese rupees. 
‘The local mint has been very busy for a long 
{ime turning out rather weak rupees; weal 
Jas they are, however, this is the only coin 
that will get an. expedition’ anywhere in| 
eastern Tibet, Central Government notes 
come to a sudden halt in Tachienlu and are 
of very little use among the Tibetans beyond 
this city. Hence the necessity of taking 
Jenormous quantities of rupees into the in- 
ferior. ‘The silver content of- the Chinese 
rupee may be insignifieant; this does not af- 
fect, however, its currency among the 
‘Tibetans who can buy all they want for it 
on the streets of Tachienlu. 

‘The presence of Tai-Chi-tao at the Tibetan 
race meet this year gave it considerable 
popularity. ‘The minister occupied the main 
font facing the race course and round this 
tent were the numerous tents of Tibetans and 
Chinese. 

‘The Tibetan race meet is a very simple and 
innocent affair and reminds one very much 
lof a Sunday School plenic at home. The 
Inorses, like the runners in a picnic, line up 
Jand- when the gun is fired run to a given 
point, secure a flag and return to the official 
tent." About 20 rather frisky Tibetan horses. 
had considerable difficulty in remaining at 
the starting point. Ten horses would stand 
still while the other ten pranced about; then 
the prancing horses stood still and the stand- 
ing ones took their place. And this continued 
{for the best part of an hour. Finally they

“There follows a period of seeming quies- 
‘cence, but actually the little creature has been 
slowly withdrawing the posterior part of its 
body from its old shell, and, again before one 
hhas realized it, the abdomen is clear, and a new 
soft pale green form is seen resting’on the now 
empty husk of the grub. After a short rest, it 
begins to crawl as it seeks a more secure posi- 
tion where the final stage of its transformation 
may take place. It may now be noticed that 
just back of the thorax are two protuberances, 
‘These are the wings of the insect, all crinckled 
‘and shrivelled up, as it were. Soon, however, 
it will be seen that they are slowly expanding. 
‘The intricate folds are. straightening out 
Suddenly this process quickens, and, almost 
before one realizes it, there appear the lon’ 
fully developed lace-like wings of the perfect 
insect. Before one's eyes a veritable miracle 
hhas taken place, for there, where but a short 
while ago was’ one of the ugliest things in 
Nature, is now something so perfect and so 
‘beautiful as to beggar description. This almost 
‘ethereal beauty lies in the pale jade-green colour 
of the insect and those gossamer wings, with 
their delicate veining and opalescent membranes. 
Before long, however, the body of the cicada 
‘and the veins in ite wings begin to turn black 
as they harden in the air, and, by morning, the 
perfect insect will be ready to fly, and to take 
up that riotous life of light, love and song that 
is its brief reward for the thirteen or so years 
ithas spent as an ugly burrowing erawling grub 
in the darkness of the earth below—a, DEC. §. 
I have been waiting since July 1 for the song 
‘of the cicada, the big black fellow known to 
Selene as Cicada atrata Fabricius, which 
usually makes its appearance in the Shanghai 
area some time between that date and th: 
“Glorious Fourth.” In this part of China w 
have at least five species of cicada, ranging 
from “the foregoing, which with its wis 
‘measures the best part of three inches. down 
toa little™ emerald green form less than an 
inch in length. Up to the time of writing, July 
5, I have not heard the song of the black 
cicada, although on July 2, 1 found in my 
garden the apparently newly’ cast-off skin of a 
‘rub, or nymph, as it should more properly be 
‘called, of this species, ‘There scems to be 
‘certain amount of irregularity this year in the 
‘appearance of the cicadas, no doubt the result 
of the very abnormal weather conditions we 
have experienced. Early in June I heard the 
shrill song of one of the smalier species, which, 
fas a rule, does not appear till towards ‘the end 
of “that ‘month. My friend, Mr. Harry E. 
Gibson, informed me about the middle of June 
that he had found the skins of nymphs of this 
species in his garden, as well as the little round 
holes the insects made when. they emerged 
from the ground. As I write I can hear the 
‘sirldent notes of several of these smaller 
‘eleadas coming from the trees round my house. 
Observations I have made during a number oi 
‘years in the Shanghai area indicated that the 
Big black cleada’s song is usually first heard 
fon the first really hot day in July. As every-

not occurs on July 4, so that one gains the 
impression that our Cleada atrata is celebrating 
Independence Day.

Unfortunately in 
this respect we have agreed to 
‘thwart Nature, and so she gets back 
at us with “suburban neurosis.” 


The Servant Supply 


Anew fountain of domestic helps 
for England is -eported to be open 
Ing up in Hungary. This is the result 
of a Bill recently passed by the 
Hungarian Parliament — prescribing 
that only 20° per cont of certain 
forms of occupation may be fled by 
Jews. Consequently numbers of 
Hungarian Jewish girls, many of them 
it is eald with University degrees, 
are trying to get work as domestic 
servants in England. 

Hitherto the chief source of 
foreign servants has been Germany 
‘and Austria, In the year ending last 

larch 31, permits for foreign 
domestic servants to enter England 
‘numbered 13,576, of whom over 8,000 
wore German ‘or Austrian, ‘The 
balance I believe are mostly Swiss 
with a few Scandinavians. But Nor- 
way and Sweden, having no cotonies 
to keep up or possessions to tempt 
the despollers, are prosperous little 
countries which can find work for 
most of thelr people at home. There 
was a rumour recently that the Nazis 
disapprove of so many German and 
‘Austrian girls going abroad. So 
perhaps it is as well that Hungary 
should be offering help. 

But apart from the uncomfortable 
thought that there must be something 
seriously wrong with our social 
system when, with so much un- 
employment about, our girls will not 
take yood work when it is offered 
them, the drightful anti-Jewish mania 
which is attacking one country after 
another in Europe ig one of the most 
serious questions of the age. In 
Hungary It ig stated that 14,000 Jews 
will lose thelr jobs in the next five 
years under the new law. Some of 
them are learning other’ trades in 
thelr evenings, farming, wood-carv- 
ings, shoe-making ete, But there is a 
common fear that sooner or later 
‘Jews will be expelled from Hungary 
‘as from Germany and Austria, and 
they are feverishly studying English 
in the hope of escaping to this 
country or America,

There has been 
some correspondence about wasps 
in “The Times" lately, and the 
weight of opinion is that to kill 
them is still further to upset Nas 
ture's balance, Tt has been proved 
up to the hilt that owls do immense 
good by killing and eating mice, and 
that they hardly ever touch game. 
But that cannot check the game-
